Saniuel  l"a\lor  L'oleridj^e  was  bor-i  at  C^tterv  St. 
Mary,  Devonshire,  on  October  ilst,  1772.  Hisfather 
dyirii;- in  1781.  the  boy  was  sent  to  Christ's  Hospital, 
the  famous  London  charity  sciiool.  Coleridt^e,  at  the 
ai^-^e  of  fifteen.  soii},'^ht  to  relieve  the  monotony  of  school 
lite  by  beciMninj^  apprenticed  to  ,i  cobbler,  but  hickilv 
an  irate  schoiihnastcr  stood  between  him  and  the 
realization  of  this  freak.  .After  ten  years  of  somewhat 
dreary  school  life,  he  was,  in  January,  17'M,  appointed 
an  exhibitioner  at  jfsus  C\>ilege,  Cambridge.  His 
"  dischari,'e"  fr.Mii  the  school  bears  the  date  of  Sep- 
tember 7th,  1  7'^M  ,  ,ind  in  the  followini,'  month  he  went  in- 
to residence  ,il  Carnl->ridge.  His  life  at  the  I'liiversity  w.as 
ureventtul,  s.tve  for  owe  peculi.ir  incident  — his  erratic 
enlistment  as  a  priv.ite  in  the  Kini^'-'s  Regiment  of  Light 
Dnigoons.  His  friends  eventually  bought  him  out,  and 
he  received  !iis  discharge  in  April,  1 7'^>4.  He  returned 
;t  penitent  to  t'ambriuge,  where  lie  w,is  publiclv  ad- 
monished b\  the  Master  o\  his  C"olk-ge  in  the  [■>resence 
ol  the  l-"ello\\s.  In  Devcmber  o\  the  same  \e,ir  he  left 
the   lJni\crsit\    uilhoul   taking  ,i  ilegree. 

Coleritli,'-e  had  nc\er  been  .t  systematic  student,  but 
had  been  -^ince  Isis  childhood  .i  u  ide  .and  omnivorous 
reader,  .uid  had  evincei'  ,i  gr.nving  eiuhusiasm  for 
r    etry.       While  .it  Cambridge  he  published  a  drama    in 
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verse — ThiFall  of  Robespurn — tlic  rosiill  of  the  joint 
lahors  oi  himself  aiid  his  Oxford  trieiid.  Robert 
Southe\ .  After  leaviiii^  C  amhridj^^e  he  settled  in  lodtr- 
inj^rs  at  Bristol,  where  he  i,'aiiied  a  scanty  livelihood 
bv  writiiii,'^  verses  for  a  printer  ot  that  place  named 
Cottle.  On  the  streni^th  o\  his  me.iL^re  earnini,^s  he 
\cntured  to  marry  Miss  Sarah  I'ricker  on  October  4th, 
1795,  a  few  davs  hetore  Soiithe\  led  her  sister  to  the 
altar. 

The  votnii,-^  couple  settled  at  C'le\edon.  in  Somerset- 
shire. Here  Coleridi,'^e  wnMe  some  of  his  well-known 
poems,  ;ind  established  .i  weekly  journal  called  The 
Watchman,  which  did  not  survi\e  its  early  numbers. 
The  laud.mum  habit,  which  proved  so  fatal  to  his  hap- 
piness and  so  injurious  to  nis  intellectual  powers,  was 
.ipparenth   contr.icted  about  this  time. 

On  the  last  d.iv  oi  t7'*6  the  C'oleridt^e  family  moved 
\o  Nether  Stin\e\,  in  Somersetshire.  Here,  in  close 
neii^-hborhood  to  the  poet  Wordsworth,  they  li\ed  for 
nearlv  \\\o  vears,  .md  here  the  two  poets  formulated 
those  poetic  theories  which  were  destined  to  e.\ert  so 
fruitful  an  intlucnce  <^\^  Knirlish  Literature.  Coleridf^e 
wrote  his  drama  Osurio  (later  called  Remorse)  in  1797, 
and  b\  March  1798,  his  Ancient  Mariner  \\<\'>  complet- 
ed. To  this  creati\e  period  we  likewise  owe  the 
commencement  o'i  a  remarkable  poem,  Christabel, 
which  was  atlded  to  at  a  later  date,  but  was  never 
completed.  Coleridi^fe  also  contributed  a  number  oi 
political  .articles  to  the  Morning  Post,  and  frequently 
preached     in     neii^'hborint^'^     Unitarian     pulpits.  His 

material    h.irdships    were    lessened  by  the  receipt  oi  an 
annuitv  ^^'i  ^'130   (subsequently  reduced)   from  Thomas

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b'rom  Scpti.'inlv! ,  17'»S,  tv>  Juik-,  179').  L'olcridtTi.' 
resided  in  Germany,  tamili.irizint,''  hiinsolt  with  German 
met.'iplivsicai  tlunii^iit.  Lato  in  17'>0  he  returned  to 
En.t;!and,  and  at  tir^t  de\oted  him--elt'  to  jonniahsm  in 
London.  In  July  ^'(  IS  )0  lie  s^^ttled  Aoww  at  Cireta  Hall. 
Keswick,  in  the  Lake  e"onntry.  wliere  Wordsworth 
was  then  residin-.  In  1  .S04  he  sailed  to  Malta  in 
search  ot  health,  and  passing,'-  throui,'h  Italy  returned  to 
Iuii,''land  in  Aui^nist,  1S0().  The  rem.iinini^  incidents  in 
hi-  'ie  ma\  be  brietU  snmm,iri/cd.  A  slcoiuI  iourn.il- 
isti  \entnre,  T/u'  Frioni,  li\cd  tVoni  June.  L809,  to 
March,  IHKX  In  Octv^ber  ot  the  latter  ye.ir  he  left  the 
Lake  C'ountrv  ,  and  lived  uitli  a  Mr.  .nul  Mrs,  Mori,''an  in 
London  and  the  neii;hborhood  tor  a  space  o\  six  years, 
nameh  to  1S16.  In  ISl  5  ,i  critical  volume,  Bv^firaphia 
Litcrarid,  \v  as  pubKsheLi.  l-'ioni  ISlf)  to  his  licath  in 
1S34,  he  li\ed  principall)  at  Hii^lii^'ate  with  a  surgeon 
nanit.'d  tiillman.  His  interests  were  now  chiefly  thoo- 
loj^ical  and  metaphysical,  and  throuL,''h  his  prose  work, 
hut  chiefly  hy  his  rem.irkahle  powers  ot  ci>nversation, 
lie  exerted  a  deep  influence  up^Mi  all  who  caiTie  in 
contact  with  him.       He  died  on  Jul\   25th,   1S34. 

Miss  Wordswvirth's  contemporary  de'^cription  is  oi 
interes..  :  "He  is  ;i  wimdertul  m.m.  His  coin  ersatii">n 
teems  with  siuil,  mind,  ant.1  spirit.  Then  he  is  so  hen- 
e\olent,  svi  j^-'ood  tempered  .and  chcertul,  and,  like 
William,  interests  liiniselt  so  much  .bovit  c\  ery  trifle. 
.At  first  I  thou^'ht  him  very  plain  —  that  is  tor  about 
three  minutes.  He  is  pale,  thin,  has  ,t  wide  ininith,  thick 
lips,  ,ind  not  \ery  j^^iod  teetli,  loni,nsli,  Knisc-j^'rowing, 
h.'ilt-curliiii,',  roui^-'h  bl.ick  h.iir.  Hut  it  \ou  hear  him 
speak  tor  fi\e  minutes.  \v>u  think  wo  more  oi  them. 
His  eye  is  large  and  tuil,  and  not   very  dark,    hut   g'ray, 
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Mich  an  eye  as  umikl  rccL-ivc  \\om  a  heavv  soul  the 
dullest  expression  ;  hut  it  speaks  every  emotion  of  his 
animatei!  mind  ;  it  has  more  of  '  the  poet's  eye  in  a  fine 
frenzy  rollint,- '  than  I  have  ever  witnessed.  He  has 
fine,    dark    eyebrows   and    an   m  erhanj,Miij,^    forehead.  "

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Now  at  home,  now  in  London,  now  with  his  friends  in 
various  parts  of  Knj^land.  He  was  spending'  his  time 
in  finishir.^^  his  poems,  so  that  when  he  ai,'ain  came 
hefore  the  world  with  a  vohinie,  lie  would  be  a  master. 
The  circle  of  his  friends  was  w  ideiiini,'-.  and  now  included 
the  i^reater  n'.unber  M  the  master-minds  ot  ICntjlaiid. 
He  was  poor,  so  poc^r  in  fact  that  he  was  •  duced  to  the 
necessity  o\  borrowini;  the  books  he  wisluil  \o  read 
from  his  friends.  Hut  durini,'-  all  this  time  he  ne\er 
wavered  in  his  alleijiri-u  e  to  poetry  ;  he  had  determined 
to  I'-e  a  poet,  and  to  devote  his  lite  to  poetry.  .\t  last 
in  1M4-'  he  published  his  IWnis  in  t\«.i>  volumes,  and  the 
world  was  conquered.  l-"rom  this  time  onwards  l.c  was 
reci>^nii/ed  as  the  leadini,'-  poet  oi  hi^  ^enturs. 

in  1.S45,  Teimyson,  po^^r  still,  wa-.  i^ranted  a  pension 
of  ^200,  chietU  throui^h  the  inthieiice  ot  his  friend 
Richard  Moncktoii  Millies,  .md  Thomas  C'arlvle. 
There  was  a  i^^reat  deal  ol  criticism  rei^MrdiiiLT  ihi-^ 
pension  \rom  si-arces  that  should  ha\e  been  tavorable. 
Init  the  1,'eneral  verdict  approved  tiie  -rant.  In  IS47 
appeared  The  J'n'nccs'<,  a  poem,  which,  at  that  tune, 
did  not  materially  add  to  his  fame;  but  the  poet  was 
!iow  hailed  as  one  o^  the  creat  ones  of  his  time,  and 
much  was  expected  ot  hmi.

Mr.  Stcdm.m  in  his  chapter  on  Tenny- 
son and  Theocritus  in  I'utonan  Poets  m.iiiitains,  and  supports  his 
coniention  by  ample  quotations,  that  The  lotos  Eaters  "is  charged 
from  beginning  to  end  with  the  effectb  and  very  language  of  the 
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Greek  paslor.il  iMifl-,  \i.e.  Thcoctilus,  H\ou,  and  Mo^chai»|.  As 
in  (Ennne,  there  is  do  tonseciiiive  imitation  of  any  one  idyl  ; 
but  the  work  is  curiously  filled  out  with  passaj^es  borrowed  here 
and  there,  as  the  jjrowtli  of  the  \wem  rualls  them  at  random  to 
the  author's  mind."  Certain  of  these  passages  are  quoted  in 
their  proper  place  below.

The  poem  CEnone  foreshadoweil  ilie  siege  ot  Tioy.  The  city 
has  now  fallen,  and  I'lyssi-s,  \  iiidiiiivch-  [Mirsufd  liy  the  anger 
of  Poseidon,  is  on  his  aiivctituroiis  homeward  vo\  age.  He  has 
been  driven  by  a  ^torm  across  the  Mediterranean  to  the  Libyan 
(African)  coast,  and  here  it  is  that  he  eiicninters  the  dreamv- 
eyed  Lotophagi,  or  Lotos-e.iiers  After  he  had  broken  free  from 
their  spell,  or  ratlu  r  from  llie  spell  of  their-  drowsy  land,  he 
encounters  the  no  less  potent  spell  of  lirce,  the  Sirens,  and 
C'alypso,  all  of  which  ad\eiitures  are  set  forth  m  the  worlds 
greatest  hook  of  aiK  eiiture,   7'he  Odvssev. 

The  poem  exhibits  less  a  philosophy  than  a  mood.  Its  spirit 
of  langorous  reiiose.  the  aversion  to  painful  toil  that  it  expresses, 
and  its  listless  imlilVereiice  to  fate  place  it  in  forceful  contrast  with 
the  pulsing  \igour  which  throbs  through  the  C/rsses,  and  urges 
the  old  wave-worn  hero,  though  he  has  abundantly  earned  his 
brief  repose,

K  OK  THE  PoKM.— Apart  from  it^  general  phiK'so- 
phical  bearing^  the  po.  n  has  the  siuiiitu-.iine  of  a  confession,  as 
re>jistering  the  strenuous  resi.Ke  of  the  poet  to  be  unsubdued  by 
the  personal  sorrows  which  li.id  bef.iilen  him.  In  a  conversation 
with  Mr.  James  Knowles  upon  the  subject  of  In  Memoriam  (see 
Nineteenth  Century,  Jan.  1.S93),  Tennyson  s.iid  ;  "There  is  more 
about  myself  in  I'/rsses,  which  was  written  under  the*sense  ofloss 
and  that  all  h.id  ^^one  by,  but  tli.it  still  life  must  be  fought  out  to 
the  end.  It  w.is  more  written  with  the  sense  o(  Ins  (Hall.un  s) 
loss  upon  me  than  many  poems  of  fn  Memorinm.'  And  in  the 
Memoir  (\ol.  I.,  196)  we  aijaiii  h.i\e  the  pod's  statement  : 
"Ulysses  was  written  soon  aftiT  Arthur  H.tllam  s  death,  arul  jjave 
my  feelinij  about  tin;  need  of  xointf  forward,  and  bravin^j  tin- 
strugjjle  of  life  perhaps  more  siinph-  than  anything  in  In 
Memoriam.  " 

Opinions  on  tiik  i'OK\i.  — The  poem  I'lyssfs  ha>.  received 
unstinted  pi.iise  from  the  critics.  Mr.  Stedman  writes  :  '•  Kor 
virile  grandeur  .ind  astonishingly  comp.ict  expression,  there  is  no 
blank  verse  poem,  equally  r<-slricted  as  to  length,  that  appro.u  lies 
the  L'/ysJes  :  coiu  <pl:oii,  iina^^ery,  ;ii:il  thou^'ht  are  rov.ilh'  ini.ig- 
inative,  and  the  assuied  hand  is  Teiimson  s  thniiigliout,"  Mr. 
Stoplord  BriH)ke  contrasts  the  melluids  of  Ke.iis  andTenn\son 
in  the  treatment  of  <i.issi>al  thi-ines,  the  1. liter  ciMicerning  himself 
not  only  with  the  lie.iuls,  but  also  c\  I'h  thd  etliic  power  of  these 
stories:  "Not  like  Ke.its,  that  he  miLjht  find  in  ancient  times  a 
ref.ige  from  the  b.isenes^  of  the  pnsetil,  but  that  he  iniicht  bring 
thoughts  out  of  the  past   t^   (.^joice  and   illuniinate  ihe  present.

This  political  porrn  was  first  published  in  1S42.  but  wa«  writ- 
ten as  early  as  18.1.'.  Aiibroy  de  V.tp  s  comment  {Afcmoir  II.. 
.SOC)  is  valuable.  "Two  short  pot-ms  of  an  extraordinary 
stn  iititli  and  majesty  wi-ro  written  at  this  titi  o  ;  one  would  have 
thoujiht  that  they  had  boon  written  at  a  maturer  period;  but,  if  I 
remember  riijht,  they  were  suj^j^esfed  by  some  popular  demon- 
stratiiiiis  comiettod  with  the  Ri-I'orin  Fill  ol'  i'^]^,  and  its  rejfi- 
tion  by  tlio  House  of  Lords.  Thfir  politii;il  tf.n.  Iiiii)^'  shows  th.it 
when  but  twi-iit)-tlirco  years  ot'  aj^e  Tennyson's  love  of  Liberty, 
which  at  all  poriods  so  stronjjly  characterized  his  poetry,  was 
accoinp.inied  by  an  equally  stroiijf  conviction  tli.it  Liberty  must 
ever  be  a  Moial  l\>W'er  beginning  upon  the  spiritual  '  licij.jhts  '  of 
wisdom,  mutual  respect  a«id  self-control  ;  and  that  no  despotism 
could  be  more  f.ital  tli.in  'Jiat  /yranni'  of  a  majority  in  which 
alone  a  material  omnipotenc.'  is  united  with  a  lej<al  one.  These 
two  poems  beijin  respectively  *ith  the  lines  :  '  \'ou  .'isk  me,  why, 
tho'  ill  at  ease,'  and  '  Of  old  s.it  Freedom  on  the  lieiKhts."  Their 
massive  jfranileur  results  mainly  from  their  brevity,  and  the  .'lus- 
tere  simplicity  of  their  diction,  which  belonjfs  to  wh.it  has  some- 
times been  called  the  'lapidary'  style.  Each  might,  indeed, 
have  been  carved  upon  the  entahl.iture  o{  a  tem|ile  ;  and  I 
remember  hearinjc  an  aged  statt-sm.in  exclaim  that  they  reminded 
him  of  what  he  felt  ulien,  dri\ing  acri>ss  the  lonely  plain  oi  F"';ies- 
tum,  he  found  himself  confronted  by  its  two  temples.  Their 
power  consists  largely  in  the  perfection  of  poetic  lorm  with 
which  each   of  them   is   invested

The  Diikc  of  WoUinjrion  ilifii  "i\  Si'ptomhcr  14th,  1852,  at 
WalmtT  C;i><ilo,  whuh  was  his  oftii  ial  rt-slilcnce  as  Lord  Warden 
of  the  Cinque  J'orts.  Tlu-  State  funeral  at  St.  Favil  s  Cathedral 
was  one  of  the  most  impressive  of  the  century.

1894).  ^^y^  '""f  '*>'^  "^''^'  =  "Thi"<  '•*  ^■•ni:  of  his  finest  poems.  It  was 
fitting'  that  the  foremost  man  in  Kn^jiand,  who  h,id  worn  his 
honours  with  a  quiet  simplicity  for  so  many  years  in  the  '  fierce 
light'  which  shines  on  a  world-wide  fame,  and  in  whom  the  light 
never  found  anythinK  mean  or  fearful,  shouitl,  after  his  death, 
receive  this  great  and  impassioned  tribute.

Then  Tennyson  passes  to  the  Duke  s  glory  in  war,  and  |H-rhaps 
in  all  commemorative  odes  there  is  nothing  finer  than  his  imagi- 
nation of  Nelson  waking  from  his  grave  in  St.  I'auls  and  won- 
dering who   was    coming,    with    this    national    mourning,  to  lie 

beside  him 

"  This  is  as  great  a  poem  as  the  character  was  which  it  cele- 
brated. The  metrical  movement  rushes  on  where  it  ought  to 
rush,  delays  where  it  ought  to  delay.  Were  the  poem  set  by 
Handel,  its  rhythmical  movements  could  scarcely  be  more  lii 
from  point  to  point  to  the  things  spoken  of,  more  full  of  stately . 
happy  changes.  .Moreover,  the  conduct  of  the  piece  is  excellent. 
It  swells  upward  in  fuller  harmony  and  growing  thought  till  it 
reaches  its  climax  in  the  division  (vi. )  about  Nelson  and  Welling- 
ton. Then  it  slowly  passes  downwards  in  solemn  strains  like  a 
storm  dying  in  the  sky,  and  at  the  end  closes  in  soft  spiritual 
passages  of  ethereal  sound,  like  the  lovely  clouds  about  the  set- 
ting sun  when  the  peace  of  evening  has  fallen  on  a  tempestuous 
day.

First  publised  in  the  London  Exannntr,  December  9th,  1854. 
Revised  in  the  following  year  for  the  Maud  volume.  The  revi- 
sion not  proving  acceptable,  the  present  form,  wh.ch  .s  closer  to 
the  original  poem,  was  adopted.  To  the  quarto  sheet  of  tour 
pages  on  which  the  poem  was  pri.ited,  Tennyson  added  the  fol- 
lowing note  : — 

••  Having  heard  that  the  brave  soldiers  before  Sebastoiwl, 
whom  I  am  proud  to  call  mv  countrymen,  have  a  liking  for  my 
ballad  on  the  'Charge  of  the  Light  Brigade.'  i  have  order.^d  a 
thousand  copies  to  be  printed  for  them.  No  wrU.ng  ot  mme  can 
aad  to  the  i:lorv  they  have  acquired  in  the  Crimea  ;  but  if  what  I 
have  heard  be  true,  thev  will  not  be  d.spleased  to  receive  tnese 
copies  of  the  ballad  from  me,  and  to  know  that  those  who  s.t  at 

home  love  and  honour  them. 

"Alfkkd  Tennyson 
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1  hf  cliarjje  which  this  poi-m  commemorates  was  as  ubclebs 
as  it  was  heroic.  The  six  hundred  aiul  thirty  men  hatl  to  traverse 
.1  deadly  ^ap  of  a  mile  and  a  half  bi-fore  closinj;  with  a  vastly 
superior  force.  They  caplured  the  guns,  only  to  fmtl  themscUcs 
surrounded  and  unsupported.  The  remnant  of  this  little  hand 
wheeled  about  ajid  cut  their  way  hack  to  their  own  lines,  mowed 
down  as  they  retired  by  the  Russian  batteries.  They  then  oiue 
more  "whee!e(J  round  to  face  the  enemv,  dress'-d  up  as  if  on 
parade,  and  burst  into  a  chi'er  of  e.Kullatioii  and  iletiance."

It  is  one  of  the  rarest  (^f  the  trial  volumes, 
a  copy  having  been  sold  iccently  in  New  \'ork  for  5-:-5-  The  suc- 
cess of  these  poem>  was  instantaneous,  an  edition  ui  6o,ooo  being 
sold  within  a  short  time  of  publication.  Indeed,  with  the  possible 
excepiiou  of  //;  Mctuiniam  this  volume  lias  remained  as  the  most 
I)opul;ir  of  all  Tennyson's  works.  The  poet  himself  had  his  heart  in 
the  poems.  Hallam.  Lord  Teiuiyson  savs  in  tin  Mcnunr  :  '-The  joy 
of  my  father  in  heroism  whether  of  a  |)ast  age  or  of  the  present,  and 
his  delight  in  celebrating  it,  are  more  than  ever  apparent  in  this  volume 
of  |S(').4.  He  was  especially  hajipy  when  writing  of  his  •  <  »ld  Fisher- 
man.' ....  It  took  him  only  al)out  a  fortnigh' to  write  TTwc/i  .■//(/(■«, 
within  a  little  summer  house  in  the  meadow  called  Maiden's  Croft, 
looking  over  Freshwater  I5ay  and  towards  the  downs.  In  this 
meailow  he  paced  up  and  down,  making  his  lines;  and  then  wrote 
tlu;m  in  his  M.s;.  Ixjuk  on  the  table  of  the  sunnner  house  which  he 
himself  had  liesigned  and  painteil." 

.'^(MKi  Ks  OK  iiii:  MiiKN.  The  Story  of  Knoeh  Ardeii  was  told 
to  Tennyson  by  Thoina>  Woolner,  the  sculptor.  The  story  came 
originally  fioni  .Suffolk,  liut  uf  cour.^e  the-  poet  lia>  changed  the  scene 
to  suit  hinis.lf.  In  hi>  trip  to  Hrittany,  just  before  the  publication 
ot  E)i,hh  Aidii!.  Tenny-oii  gained  many  adtlitional  details  which  he 
afterwards  used.
